the information on DOGGR’s website, I’ve found the following: 

 

• E&T LLC operates fifteen (15) wells, designated as active and inactive. 

• For 2015, E&T LLC produced a cumulative total of 334,143 bbls disposed through the sanitation district. 

• There are no DOGGR records indicating wastewater injection. 

 

As a follow up to your response, please provide the following for further clarification: 

 

• Permit numbers and the respective sanitation district the wastewater is disposed into for each lease operated. 

• Verify volumes disposed into the sanitation districts. Volumes are provided in the excel spreadsheet attached to 

this email.
